TWO KINDS OF WHEAT. 


As there was once a time when 
the cottonfields of India threatened 
those of the United States, so now 
India wheat is supposed to men- 
ance the supremacy of the Ameri- 
can article in the markets of Great 
Britain. There is no cause for 
alarm, says the Alta, but it is im- 
possible to deny that India is com- 
ing forward rapidly as an exporter 
of wheat, In 1880 she exported 2,- 
195.550 centale; in 1881, 7,444,449, 
and in 1882, 19,863,520. Last year 
there was an immense increase, but 
whether this year will show an 
equally large export of India wheat, 
or whether there will be a still fur- 
ther increase, probably pot even 
the Calcutta merchants themselves 
can say. 

According to an estimate pre- 
pared by the Government of India, 

, the total wheat production is nearly 
300,000,000 centals, while the total 
wheat imports of England in 1881 
were less than 60,000,000 centals. 
So it may be seen that India could 
export all the wheat England needs, 
ifshe could get it there at prices 
that would enable her te compete 
with American wheat-growers. It 
is true India hasan immense pop- 
ulation of her own to feed, but rice 
and other grains form a larger part 
of the food of the native population 
than does wheat, and it is claimed 
that in Punjaub, and perhaps other 
parts of India, there are immense 
areas of land now lying at waste, 
which might be devoted to wheat 
pred 


uction. 

A pamphlet, containing much 
valuable information onthe subject 
of wheat, has lately Been published 
in Calcutta, and from this we ob- 
tain most of the facts used in this

He states that in districts not over 
400 miles from Calcutta, in a direct 
line, the usual retail price for wheat 
is from 5.7 to 6.6 shillings per quar- 
ter, and from that he arrives at the 
conclusion that wheat can be pro- 
duced in India ata cost of five or six 


20 cents a bushel. 

No American farmer would un- 
dertake to raise wheat for profit at 
20 cents a bushel, and, in spite of 
the assertion of the author of the 
Calcutta pamphlet, we must ex- 
press a doubt whether there can be 
any profitin it in India either, at 
those rates. Twenty bushels to the 
acre is a good yield for wheat, and 
at 20 cents a busbel that amounts 
to but $4, which, even with the 
pauper labor of India, can hardly 
be enough to vover the cost of 
planting and harvesting an acre of 
grain. 

When we further consider that, 
instead of 20 bushels to the acre, 
the average of India wheat is not 
over 10 bushels, giving but $2 an 
acre for the entire cost of produc- 
tion, this figure is still more ab- 
surdly inadequate. By the use of 
improved machinery the American 
farmer partly neutralizes the ad- 
vantage of cheap labor enjoyed by 
the India wheat-grower, and if the 
former cannot make a profit on 
wheat at 50 cents a bushel, the 
Indian farmer certainly cannot at 
20 cents.

The result of the Coroner's inquest 
beld this morning in the case of the 
young milliner, Lottie Hunsinger, was 
that deceased came to her death from 
an over-dose of neuralgia pills, as has 
been stated. The unfortunate young 
girl died suddenly in the office of Seth 
‘Cook. After the testimony of the de- 
ceased’s mother was taken and of the 
medical men called in, Mr. Cook testi- 
fied: I reside at 22 Montgomery 
street; I ama mining man; on the 
morning of the 28th of April deceased 
came to see a dentist, Dr. Dutch, who 
has a room in the same building; she 
came to my room about 11:20, just as 
I was leaving for my breakfast. 
She saw some Apollinaris water 
on a side-board in the room and asked 
for some; told her she could take 
some; then told her I was going tv 
the Nevada restaurant to breakfast 
and that she could joinme. She re- 
plied that she would come to the res- 
taurant in about 15 minutes after me; 
few minutes later I noticed that she 
had taken spasms; I said, “Here, 
what’s the matter?’’ She replied: “I 
don’t know; I found some ueuralgia 
pills in your sideboard and I poured 
out six or eight in my hand aud took 
them.’’ I remembered, centinued 
Mr. Cook, that I had some of Fowler's 
neuralgia pills that are very powerful. 
After she had one or two 
spasms end grew worse I called | 
for Doctor Ayer, who advised 
her to be taken home. She objected, 
saying she wanted to be taken to my 
pariors. I assented. The spasms 
continued nntil balf past 6, when she 
expired. I had known Miss Hun- 
singer a few months. 

Chemical analysis of the stomach 
demonstrated the presence of strych- 
nine. An analysis of Fowler’s neu- 
ralgia and nerve pills showed that 
they coutained strychnine and bella- 
donna. 

Replying to the Coroner, Professor 
Wenzel! stated that congestion of the 
lungs could be produced by strychnine 
and belladonna. The jury returned a 
verdict as above, that death was 
caused by an overdose of these pills 
accidentally administered by herself
